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PUBLIC EDUCATION 


The report of State School Commissioner Zeller, 


of Ohio, and an article in this week's Outlook by super- 
intendent of the public schools at Syracuse. X. Y. both 
aim at the same target and they both hit the center 
with a ring shot. 
The reader of both is satisfied that 


the conditions that prevail in high schools are not eon- 
fined to the state of Ohio or the state of New York, but 
that they are widespread. And paradoxical as it may 
seem, the weight of evidence is that the influence ibfthe 
college on public school life is a baneful one. In other 
words, the high school courses in the average. high 
school are to too great an extent for the purpose of 
preparing the one-tenth of the ipupils for college and 
not at all for the purpose of giving a practical educa- 
tion to the nine-tenths who never go to college. The 
gentlemen are authorities and both are exactly right. 
The high schools must be made practical, and for the 
purpose of the boy and the girl and not for the pur- 
pose of the college. -Every person interested in edu- 
cation should read Saturday rs issue of the Outlook : it 
gives criticism and offers remedies. Let us make our 
high schools for the masses and the colleges will con- 
form themselves to meet the conditions. College educa- 
tion is to be endorsed; but if the major portion of our 
boys and girls do not enter college, then let us have the 
free public instruction conform itself to their needs.
